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Subscribers  already  know,  from  a  recent  mailing,  that  KPFA  and  Pacifica  Founda- 
tion are  hard  at  work  on  a  program  of  general  development,  with  the  aim  of  moving 
listener-sponsorship  toward  a  solvent  condition  more  rapidly  than  heretofore.  This  pro- 
gram is  in  effect  a  recapitalization  of  the  project.  The  problem  of  carrying  it  out  is  not 
so  much  in  raising  the  new  donated  capital  required  as  in  continuing,  at  the  same  time, 
to  meet  KPFA's  present  operating  deficits. 

The  Foundation  has  sought  and  received  from  KPFA's  listeners  much  counsel  in 
deciding  how  the  station's  intermediate  deficit  burden  might  be  lessened,  to  speed  the 
necessary  project  developments.  Proposals  along  this  line  have  ranged  from  a  radical 
cutting  back  of  operations,  involving  the  dismissal  of  most  of  KPFA's  staff,  to  various 
increases  in  the  station's  subscription  rate  —  and  not  omitting,  either,  the  clear  al- 
ternative of  suspending  air  operation  altogether  for  a  few  months.  Needless  to  say  there 
is  little  wish  at  KPFA  itself  to  reduce  what  is  now  being  done,  much  less  suspend  it. 
if  any  other  choice  is  possible.  Subscriber  comment  on  alternatives  like  those  mentioned 
has  clarified  such  a  possibility,  which  the  station  is  putting  to  test  by  every  means  at  its 
disposal  beginning  February  15. 

A  surprisingly  large  proportion  of  subscribers  responding  to  the  recent  question- 
naire indicated  that  they  would  be  willing  to  renew  their  subscriptions  if  the  annual 
rate  were  doubled,  to  $20.  That  many  of  the  audience  are  willing  and  able  to  support 
KPFA  with  more  than  the  regular  $10  subscription  has  long  been  evident;  but  it  was 
perhaps  never  so  clearly  understood  how  many  were  so  inclined.  On  the  other  hand, 
both  the  questionnaire  and  long  experience  have  also  shown  that  KPFA's  audience 
are  not  a  social  class.  $10  means  budget-stretching  for  some.  Subscriptions  are  pieced  out 
in  monthly  installments,  or  arrive  in  pennies  from  the  piggy-bank;  and  these  are  also 
"characteristic"  responses  to  the  listener-sponsorship  plan.  It  is  plain  that  any  rise  in  the 
basic  subscription  rate  would  cut  off  an  important  part  of  the  present  roster. 

Pacifica  has  decided,  instead,  to  retain  the  $10  rate,  but  to  add,  temporarily,  three 
new  categories  of  systematic  support:  Sustaining  Subscribers,  Contributing  Subscribers, 
and  Patrons.  Each  of  these  new  categories  is  associated  with  a  specific  measure  of  support

scribers $50,  and  Patrons  $100.  A  definite  annual  quota  or  goal,  also,  is  attached  to  each  class 
of  support,  in  realistic  relation  to  KPFA's  operating  needs.  Briefly,  the  station  will  seek  1000, 
400  and  200  participants,  respectively,  in  each  of  the  three  categories.  In  achieving  these  goals 
at  a  reasonable  monthly  pace,  KPFA  will  enjoy,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  full  support 
of  its  operation  from  predictable  sources. 

The  $10  subscription  remains  the  basis  of  the  listener-sponsorship  plan.  Participants  in 
the  new  categories  will  also  "count"  in  the  regular  subscription  roster's  growth.  When  recapi- 
talizaniot  is  accomplished,  or  when  operations  are  fully  supported  by  the  $10  roster,  these 
temporary  devices  will  be  abandoned.  Meantime,  as  long  as  response  to  the  new  plan  permits, 
KPFA's  operation  will  be  continued  at  its  present  level.
